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Health Inspection 


The annual medical inspection was made by Dr. W. P. 
Clough of New London, N. H., and was reported as fol- 
lows:

Much more benefit might be derived from the medical 
inspection if follow-up work could be done soon after it 
is made. This work cannot be done by the examining 
physician except in families where he may be employed. 
In many cases parents neglect the defects reported at the 
time of the medical inspection; in other cases they may 
feel financially unable to employ a physician to do the 
work needed for their children. 

Some of these diffculties might be overcome by the em- 
ployment of a school nurse for a few weeks,—probably 
three weeks would be a sufficient time. Such a nurse 
could visit parents and explain to them in more detail the 
needs of the children. She would in some eases be able to 
secure free treatment for children in clinics at Concord 
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or Manchester, or get the advice of specialists in partie- 
ular cases. 


In some parts of the state several school districts have 
joined together in the employment of a school nurse for 
a year,—each district paying its proportional share of the 
expense. We would recommend this plan for the serious 
consideration of the board. . 

The usual graduation exercises for pupils completing 
the work of the eighth grade were held at the Town Hall 
on the evening of June 7. Diplomas were awarded to a 
class of twelve pupils as follows: 

From the Mill School—Preseott Chadwick; Martin John- 
son; Richard Olson. 

From the North School—Frank Davis; Mildred Davis; 
Virginia Davis; Barbara Frost; Lloyd Little; Eleanor 
Todd. 

From the South School—Raymond Hall; Wallace Tilton; 
Richard Wells. 

In November and December standard tests were given 
gvrades 3-8 inclusive in the subjects of Reading, Arith- 
metic Computation, Arithmetic Reasoning, Language 
Usage, Spelling, Grammar, History of the U. S., and 
Geography. The medium scores for classes in all sub- 
jects except Grammar were found to be up to, or above 
the standards required. For all pupils who were found 
to be below standard a diagnosis was made, and work 
prescribed for the balance of the year. In the spring 
term re-tests were given in Arithmetic, Spelling, and 
Grammar. In the latter subject great improvement was 
found in the ease of all pupils, the majority being above 
the standards required. 

Chemical toilets were installed at the North School, and 
at the South. At the South School a door was eut so that

entrance to the girls’ toilet is made only from the school 
room. New blackboards of composition slate were also 
put up in this school in place of the old wooden boards so 
long in use there. 

At all the schools there is need of some. playground 
equipment. Substantial swines and teeter-boards, or see- 
saws could be made by local workmen and put up at 
moderate cost. Money for footballs and basketballs is 
eenerally raised by the pupils in each school. Some equip- 
ment like this is a great aid to teachers in directing play 
at noon and recess, and may help in keepine pupils from 
undesirable pranks at that time. 

The schools of the district as a whole are each in good 
condition, and have done good work during the year. 
There has been good teamwork and loyalty in the efforts 
of all those who have had charge of the work. 

In closing we wish to thank the board and all others 
who have in any way contributed to the improvement of 
the schools of the district.
